We have all heard of course,of the heroism 
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of princesses, and of queens,

At the time of the revolution here. there 
were many French peeple in the country, the 
chief portion of whom were, when war was 
declared, pleased to support the glorious cause 
whose success has given the oppressed of civ- 
jlized creation anasylum. The French here 
were of Huguenot families, and being familiar 
with the bitter cup of tyranny, could sympa- 
thise thoroughly, with a nation whose people 
wished to reject that cup before it was drain- 
ed tothe dregs. ‘The did support the repub- 
lican side of the struggle, and that nobly.

‘ory, and had nearly abandoned the search as 
a vain one, when we came upon the name of 
Francis Rague, ofthis city. He wasa native 
of Rouen, and was a worker in some kind of 
woven goods, but what, whether carpet or 
velvets, the chronicles say not. He had lived 
in the country, or ow this continent, ten years 
prior to the revolution, spending the most of 
his time in the Canadas, with Indians and 
white adventurers of every bad stamp.
